Three Companions Slightly 
Hurt; Earlier Wreck Ends in 
Death of Mrs. M. Cooper. 


Miss Thelma Duncan, 23 years old, 
a nurse at Columbia Hospital, was in- 
stantly killed shortly after 9 o'clock 
last night when the automobile tin 
which she, three other nurses and 
three men were journeying to a party, 
was overturned while in collision with 
another automobile at the intersection 
of Fifteenth and K streets. The three 
other nurses were slightly injured. 
while the men were unhurt. 

Killing of Miss Duncan followed 
within fifteen hours after another fatal 
accident on Washington streets. In the 
earlier accident, at 7 o'clock yesterday 
morning, Mrs. Mamte Cooper, 40 years 
old, of 1204 Rhode Island avenue north- 
east, was Instantly killed when the au- 
tomobile in which she was riding with 
Carroll Nuckols, 40 years old, of the 
National Hotel, hit a pillar, of the Bal- 
timore & Ohio viaduct on Rhode Island 
avenue northeast. Nuckols is in a seri- 
ous condition at Sibley Hospital as a 
result of injuries received in this crash. 


Two Drivers Are Arrested. 


The car in whick Miss Duncan and 
her friends were riding was driven by 
James H. Jenkins, 26 years old, of 1706 
F street northwest, and he and Dilla- 
plain S. Hoffman, of Thirty-ninth street 
and Woodland avenue, Philadelphia, 
Pa., driver of the other car which fig- 
ured in the collision, were arrested and 
were taken to the Third Precinct 
police station for investigation. Later 
they were released to appear at an in- 
quest to be held at two o'clock today. 

The nurse companions of Miss Dun- 
can who were injured are Miss Lucy 
James, 25 years old, sprained back and 
bruises; Miss Ruth Kagy, 25 years old, 
and Miss Blanche Hepford, 22 years old, 
shock and bruises. All of the nurses 
are attached to Columbia Hospital. 

Party Met at Hospital. 

Dr. Ed Grass, of Emergency Hos- 
pital, who responded to an ambulance 
call to the scene of the accident, pro- 
nounced Miss Duncan dead of a frac- 
tured skull. He took all of the in- 
jured to Emergency, and, after treat- 
ing the three girls who survived, trans- 
ferred them to Columbia. 

The group in the death car had as- 
sembled at Columbia Hospital about 9 
o'clock after the nurses had completed 
their day’s task of caring for the sick. 
The seven had crowded into Jenkins’ 
closed car intending to go to Fifteenth 
and H streets where they were to meet 
another man with another car. The 
plans of the group for the evening had 
not been completed, but the general ar- 
rangements called for a party. 

In the car when the nurses joined 
it were James H. Jenkins, driving, his 
brother, William Jenkins, of 1312 L 
street northwest; and A. N. Morgan, of 
1858 California street northwest. Miss 
Duncan and Miss James got into the 
front seat with the driver and the car 
drove off from the hospital. 

- Caught Under Wrecked Car. 

The Jenkins car was proceeding south 
on Fifteenth street, and, according to 
the driver, was going slowly in second 
gear as it approached the intersection of 
K street. About half-way across the 
intersection, according to Jenkins, there 
was a crash, and the automobile turned 
over. 

In some unaccountable manner Miss 
Duncan’s head was pinned under the 
roof of the machine as it rolled over 
on its side. None of her companions 
received any serious injury, .but her 
skull was crushed. Despite the fact that 
all of the glass in the windows of the 
machine was broken, none of the party 
was cut, 

With Mr. Hoffman in his car was his 
wife, Mrs. Mary Hoffman. He is super- 
intendent of the Woodlawn Cemetery tn 
Philadelphia, and had come here to at- 
tend a funeral this afternoon. 

Miss Duncan has a cousin, Miss Har- 
riet Clark, also a nurse at Columbia. 
The cousin has been ill for several days, 
and her condition was such last night 
that officials of the institution felt it 
inadvisable to inform her of the tragedy. 

Was in Charge of Nursery. 

Miss Duncan was regarded as one of 
the most efficient and best trained 
nurses at Columbia, according to Col 
W. P. Morrill, superintendent. 
home was in Waitville, W. Va. She had 
come to the hospital about eight 
months ago upon being graduated from 
the University of Virginia at Char- 
lottsville, She has been in charge of 
the nursery on the third floor of the 
institution.

000 profits, and added that committee 
investigators now are seeking additional 
information. 

Stewart had testified before the Tea- 
pot committee that he “never personally 
profited one dollar by this deal,” but 
when pressed as to whether he knew 
anything about the purchase of the 
First Liberty Loan bonds, representing 
the profits of the Continental Trading 
Co,, he refused to answer. He is now 
under indictment for contempt for the 
Senate on that action and his trial 
is expected to be held during the next 
few weeks.

Letter of the President. 


The President’s letter, written under 
date of yesterday, follows:

Such action would be most embarrass- 
ing to me, and, while appreciating the 
compliment that is intended, I request 
that it not be done. My name is being 
used in other States in a way that Is 
contrary to my wishes. I have heard 
that in New York !t has gone so far 
as to be claimed such use is with my 
tacit consent. In my own Stgte to give 
a*’* countenance to such a movement 
would tend to compromise me and lend 
color to the misrepresentations that 
apparently are being made in other 
States. I am, therefore, sending you 
this public declaration of my position 
and requesting that such attempts be 
discontinued.” 

Just what effect the letter will have 
on the Bay State voters remains to be 
seen. It followed intimations in White 
House circles several days ago that the 
President would take some action to 
discourage the use of his name in the 
primary. It is not likely to have any 
effect on the delegates, for the present 
at least. The organization slate, headed 
by Chairman W. M. Butler of the Re- 
publican national committee, and the 
President's friend, has long been pre- 
pared and its election Tuesday will be 
but a formality.

7 KILLED, 19 INJURED 
IN DENVER EXPLOSION 


Fire Spreads to Plane Plant: | 
Victims, Clothes Afire, 
Fatally Burned. 


Denver, Colo., April 20 (A.P.).—Seven 
persons were burned to death and 
nineteen others were injured. severa! 
probably fatally, when three terrific ex- 
plosions rocked the Alexander Industries 
plant at Englewood, a suburb, and set 
fire to the properties today. 

The company engages in a number 
of enterprises, including the manufac- 
ture of airplanes, and the fire spread 
rapidly from the paint shop with its 
store of highly inflammable materials 
used in the “doping” of airplane wings 

Flames enveloped the building after 
the first blast. Persons, their clothes 
in flames, staggered from the burning 
structure while rescuers rushed in and 
emerged with the seared bodies of others 
among the dead or critically injured.

Littleton Closes Defense Ar- 
gument With Impassioned 
Plea for Acquittal. 


ROBERTS DENOUNCES 
TEAPOT DOME LEASE 


Deposition of Fall Placed in 
Record, but Withheld From 
Publication by Court.

Six hours of attack and defense of | 


Harry F. Sinclair yesterday brought his 
trial for conspiracy up to a point where 
Only the court’s charge remained to be 
given before the jury could retire to 
decide upon its verdict. 

Justice Jennings Bailey, presiding, 
planned to read his charge when court 
opens today and the case should be 
in the hands of the jury before noon. 


It was a day of divided emotion in | 


the small crowded courtroom and as 
Martin W. Littleton concluded his clos- 
ing argument he made an impassioned 
dlea that the jury find Sinclair not 


guilty, not only for himself, but for his 
family, who sat in the front row of the 
spectators’ section. 

Owen J. Roberts, special Government 
prosecutor, opened the arguments for 
the Government, calling the lease and 
subsequent receipt by Fall of $233,500 in 
Liberty bonds from Sinclair a “mis- 
erable” story, and the history of the 
lease a “slimy trail.” He reviewed the 
negotiations for the lease in detail and 
argued that from its inception it was 
tainted with corruption and scerecy. 


Defense Claim Called Lie. 


The defense claim that the bonds 
were given Fall by the oil man for one- 
third interest in Fall’s New Mexico 
ranch, was characterized a “lie” by 
Roberts. 

He insisted that Fall kept his plans 
secret to “cinch” the lease for Sinclaire 
after which it did not matter who pro- 
tested. 

George P. Hoover, opening for the 
defense, assailed Roberts as a “Phila- 
delphia lawyer” who “abused” and 
“insulted” defense witnesses because 
they had the temerity to testify to 
things that did not agree with the 
“theory” of the prosecution. 

Hoover insisted that the story of the 
lease contradicted Roberts’ assertion 
that it had been negotiated under a 
cloak of secrecy. He charged the Gov- 
ernment was seeking to repudiate its 
own witness, M. T. Everhart; a son-in- 
law of Fall. 

Everhart, as a Government witness, 
told of the receipt of $233,500 in Lib- 
erty bonds and $35,000 in cash from 
Sinclair but insisted the bonds were 
for one-third interest in the Tres 
Ritos Cattle and Land Co., the Fall 
Ranch, and the cost for improvements 
in the property after Sinclair became 
part owner. 


Pieads for Acquittal Verdict. 


As Roberts had ended his address 
with a plea that the jury find Sinclair 
guilty, despite his being a rich man 
Hoover ended his argument with a plea 
that Sinclair be given fair treatment 
6éven if-he is a rich man. Such treat- 
ment, the counsel said, would acquit 
him. 

Littleton’s plea was the most elo- 
quent of the day and at the outset he 
brought smiles to the faces of the 
jurors frequently with the witty barbs 
he shot at Roberts. 

He insisted that Robert's question as 
t> why the long deposition of Fall was 
not introduced was answered by the 
Government's own testimony. Everhart, 
he-said, testifying as . Government wit- 
ness, had told the true story of the 
bond deal and coming from its own 
witness it could not be denied by the 
Government. This testimony, he argued, 
must-be accepted by the jury as the 
correct story, as it was put in by the 
Government, who knew what Everhart 
would say. 


Fall Story on Record. 


Atlee Pomerene, also special Govern- 
ment prosecutor, closed for the Govern- 
nent, going deeply into the details of 
the “secret contracted” lease. He main- 
tained there was no reason for keeping 
the negotiations secret and quoted tes- 
timony of Capt. J. K. Robison, retired, 
who handled the lease for the Navy, 
that there was no naval reason for 
keeping it secret.

| Describing the present preliminary 


'presidential campaign as a series of | 


‘curfous political manipulations, Gov. 
Albert C. Ritchie, of Maryland, last 
night told the seventh annual meeting 
of the American Society of Newspaper 
Editors, meeting at the Willard Hotel, 
that apparently the one thing for all 
aspirants to do is to avoid any real 
discussion of vital Issues. 

“There is no corruption, if saying 
there is involves any responsibility for 
it,” the governor sald. “There is no 
unemployment or decline in prosperity, 
except as somebody clse is to blame. 
To put it mildly, financial, agrarian and 
'Sumptuary issues are at a low ebb 
}and there seems little to debate as to 
our larger domestic and foreign rela- 
tions. Particularly is there no wet and 
dry question,” he declared. 

He laid the blame for this situation 
to the press. Recognizing the _ pro- 
priety of newspapers formulating their 
preferences and developing their fa- 
vorites, the governor took the editors to 
task for permitting their favorites to 
remain silent on any vital question 
which might injure them if they spoke, 
and so prohibitnig them from calling 
on anyone else to speak out either. 


Cites Prohibition Issue. 


“Why, you could make present day 
politics vibrate with meaning and vital- 
ity over night if you wished,” Gov. 


Instantly Mrs, Brosseau rapped for or- 
der and called out loudly, “Mrs. Roy 
has the floor and she must be treated 
courteously,”” and the hissing subsided 

After brief debate with the delegates 
obviously eager to vote down the Roy 
resolution it was put to the vote. “Those 
in favor, rise,”” said Mrs. Brosseau, and 
six women in_ scattered parts of 
the hall rose to their feet while the en- 
tire congress turned around and looked 
at them. When the call for nays came 
fat least 2,000 delegates rose to their 
feet with alacrity and there were cheers 
and applause as the negative vote was 
taken and the representatives of nearly 
3,000 chapters of the soclety went on 
indisputable record as supporting the 
national defense policies and activities 
of the present administration backed 
up by legislation of the continental 
congresses. 

This issue disposed of the congress 
listened to the report of the chairman 
of the National Old Trails Road.

In a brief talk given itn Bethlehem 
Chapel, Dean Bratenahl welcomed the 
delegates to the cathedral] and praised 
thelr patriotic stand on vital issues of 
the day. 

The dean said in particular that 
such organizations as the D. A. R. kee 
the roots of Christian civilization 
alive and that their activities always 
went back to the principles on which 
the country was founded. He quoted 
President Coolidge’s statement that 
“the strength of a nation is the 
strength of its religious convictions.” 
The D. A. R. pilgrims were then shown 
through the cathedral chapels and in- 
spected the cathedral gardens. 

Three speakers were on last night’s 
program, Mrs. Robert Walbridge, whoa 
brought greetings from the American 
Legion Auxiliary; Mrs. Edith McClure 
Patterson, whose theme was the “Pur- 
chasing Power of American Woman,” 
and “A.Modern Menace,” by the Rev. 
Dr. Joseph R. Sizoo. 

The congress will adjourn today 
after morning and afternoon business 
sessions. The delegates started re- 
turning to their homes on Thursday 
after the elections and by tonight 
probably all but a corporal’s guard 
of the delegates will be en route for 
their homes. The national officers and 
State regents will remain until Mon- 
day to attend the meeting of the na- 
tional board of management. 
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Ritchie declared. ‘Take our irrepressi- 
ble problem of prohibition.

Constitution Is Amended. 


Adopting amendments to {ts consti- | 
tution so as to provide its board of dl-| 


rectors with punitive powers over its 
members who are charged with unpro- 
fessional conduct, the Society yester- 
day undertook to elevate the standard 
of American journalism through hold- 
ing its members personally responsible 
for what appears in their newspapers. 

Declaring that journalism is an in- 
stitutional and not an individual pro- 
fession, the resolution of amendment. 
nevertheless, pointed out that members

control of the publications that they 
represent, and should be held responsi- 
ble. Newspaper executives and editors 
from all over the country. representing 
publications in over 200 cities of 50,000 
or more population, attended the open- 
ing sessions of the two-day convention 
which opened yesterday. 

Former Senator Gilbert M. Hitchcock, 
of Nebraska, an Omaha publisher, la- 
mented the practice of many newspa- 
pers in allowing political propaganda to 
creep into their news columns, pointing 
out that while many newspapers are 
maintaining high ethical standards in 
their editorial columns, they are vio- 
lating these standards in the news sec- 
tions. 

Propaganda Is Demanded. 


“TIT have observed this obnoxious 
prevalence of propaganda, and am sorry 
to say that it appears in some gf the 
best papers of the country,” Senator 
Hitchcock said 

These views were supported by Ralph 
Pulitzer, of the New York World, who 
urged that a strict rule be adopted 
against such practice. He added that 
while a similar rule against crime and 
sex news would be desirable, it would 
be hard to accomplish. The function 
of a newspaper is to give its readers a 
picture of life as it comes day by day 
the good with the bad—but crime news 


.should always be handled objectively, 


he said. 

Clarence Darrow. noted criminal 
lawyer of Chicago, represented the legal! 
profession in a candid discussion of the 
subject “This is What I Don’t Like 
About the Newspapers.” It is impos- 
sible to run a newspaper for any ideal- 
istic purpose under the present scheme 
of things, Darrow declared. 


Declares Money Controls, 


“This is an age in which people think 
of nothing but money, and newspapers 
are just like all the rest,”” he declared. 
“In the first place, a newspaper today 
is purely a commercial enterprise. 
There was a time.in the history of this 
country, long ago, when people had 
ideas—even newspapers—and when 
they were interested tn something, or 
things. But those days are gone. There 
are very few of them now, and nobody 
knows about these, because’ they 
haven't much of a circulation. You 
can’t get a circulation by publishing 
ideals, or by stating cold matters’ of 
fact. That does not make hewspaper 
circulation.” 

“It is absolutely necessary that a 
newspaper must have its eye first of all 
to advertising.” Darrow. continued, “and 
it can’t offend the advertisers, no mat- 
ter how much they should be offended.” 

“T see no remedy for it at this time, 
until this fever of money-getting dies, 
if it ever does die,” he stated, “It 
doesn't look very hopeful now.” 


Play on Passions Deplored. 

News is a minor thing in the policy 
of newspapers, he claimed, and al- 
though many people say that they can 
not believe the newspapers, they do, 
nevertheless, believe them, and base 
their opinions very largely on what 
they read in them. There is little time 
for deliberation in the make-up of a 
newspaper, he pointed out, and every- 
thing is done in such haste that many 
erroneous statements are bound to 
creep in. 

Playing on the passions and the 
feelings of their readers is one of the 
worst things that has befallen the 
newspaper business in the last 20 or 25 
years, Darrow sald. 

The opinion of the clergy was de- 
livered by the Rev. Dr. Ralph W. Sock- 
man, pastor of the Madison Avenue 
Methedist Church, New York, who as- 
serted that editors frequently lack a 
sense of proportion, which results in 
much distortion. 


Others Make Speeches. 


Dr. Joseph Collins, of New York, 
representing the medical profession, 
charged that advertising was done un- 
necessarily by some interests with a 
view of obtain:ag powerful support in 
cases of congressional investigations, 
and he also attacked the syndication of 
news. 

Silas Bent, author, charged that the 
newspapers of the country have be- 
trayed their trust, and have sold them- 
selves on emotional appeal without re- 
gard to the intellectual.

Secretary of the Interior Hubert Work, 
E. R. Stevenson, of Waterbury; Fred

Japan Lands Marines at 
Tsingtao; Protest Filed by 
Northern Regime. 


Shanghal, China, April 20 (A.P.).— 
Smashing their way through the North- 
ern armies in southern Shantung, the 
forces of Chiang Kali-Shek, Nationalist 
commander in chief, and Feng Yu- 
Hsiang, his ally, have been making their 
way steadily through the province of 
Shantung in a concerted drive on 
Peking, the historic northern capital. 

Advices from Peking state that 550 
Japanese marines have been landed at 
Tsingtao to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of Japancse in Shantung. The re- 
appearance of the Japanese force al- 
ready has brought a protest fram the 
northern government against the send- 
ing of troops to Shantung. 

Recording an advance beyond Yen- 
chowfu, the headquarters of Chiang 
Kai-Shek, today announced the capture 
of Kufowhsien,~- birthplace of Con- 
fucius and a strategic center at which 
Chiang Kai-Shek and Feng Yu-Hsiang 


have formed a junction for a combined 
drive on Peking. 


32,000 Prisoners Captured. 


Nationalist headquarters claim the 
capture of 32,000 prisoners, 32 field 
guns, 18,000 rifles and 6,000 machine 
guns. 

Advices from Tsingtao say that mar- 
tial law has been proclaimed there and 
ships have been forbidden to enter or 
leave the port at night. There are now 
five American destroyers at Tsingtao, 
the Hulbert, Noa, Sicard, Pruitt and 
Preble. 

While Marshal Chang Tso-Lin, the 
northern dictator, is reported from 
Peking:-to have refrained from sending 
reinforcements into Shantung, he is 
said to be massing his troops on the 
Shantung-Chihli border on both sides 
of the Tientsin-Pukow Railway.

Certainly the 
bill should contain such provisions as 
would make it impossible for lumber com- 
panies or anybody else to unload floodway

- One of the proposed changes, however, 
ig plainly ill-advised. It seeks to amend 
the bill as passed by the Senate and ap- 
proved by the House committee in respect 
160 the composition of the commission in 
charge of flood control plans. The bill 
creates a commission composed of the 
Secretary of War, the Chief of En- 
gineers, the chairman of the Mississippi 
River Commission and two civilians and 
requires the commission to consider the 
Jadwin plan-and the Mississippi River 
Commission plan with a view to reconcil- 
ing them or combining their features in 
a ‘composite plan. The House leaders 
now propose to create a commission com- 
posed only of the Chief of Engineers, the 
chairman of the Mississippi River Com- 
mission and one civilian. 

If this change should be adopted 
would be equivalent to committing Con- 
gress to a flood control plan that has not 
been fully considered and which might 
prove to be a costly blunder, with in- 
jurious consequences reaching far into 
the future. 

Legislators should bear in mind that 


‘no one has ever fully considered the Mis- 


sissippi River flood problem in its en- 
tirety. The Jadwin plan is based largely 
upon conjecture. Congress is not in a 


position to determine whether this plan 


is right or wrong. The obvious course 
to pursue is that which was pursued 
when the Panama Canal plan was under 
eonsideration. That is, to create a com- 
mission of the best disinterested experts 
obtainable, giving them a free hand to 
consider all projects and adopt the best 
features of each. If this had not been 
done at Panama it is quite possible that 
the canal would have proved a failure 
after the expenditure of $200,000,000 or

REED AND SMITH. 


It- is very evident from the interview given 
by Senator James A. Reed, of Missouri, upon 
his return to Washington that he for one in- 
tends to give battle to the Smith forces at 
Houston. This was to be presumed, for al- 
though the Missouri senator has been careful 
to avoid expressions of open desire for the 
nomination he has not been engaging in a 
tour of the country merely for his own edifica- 
tion. The growing number of Smith delegates 
probably brought forth Senator Reed’s declara- 
tion that he intended to fight to the end. 

It is impossible at the present moment, under 
the confused conditions brought about by un- 
instructed delegates, to determine the exact 
extent of the Reed strength. He has all the 
Missouri delegates and has support in Okla- 
homa, Iowa and other States where there are 
conflicting claims. It has been said in his 
behalf that he will command a strength of 
420 votes at the Houston convention after the 
complimentary ballots have been cast for fa- 
vorite sons. If this is true Senator Reed will 
have the power to prevent the nomination of 
Smith. 

Accepting as true the claims of Reed sup- 
porters that he will have 420 votes at Hous- 
it is presumable that they expect the Mis- 
scnator to become the inheritor. even- 
of those votes that are not pro-Reed 
The acceptance of these votes 
by Senator Reed carries a good deal of danger 
to his own fortunes and those of the Demo- 
cratic party. It means that Reed is willing to 
become the means of blocking Smith once 
more, with all that that implies. It also means 
that Senator Reed could not hope under any 
circumstances to become heir to any of the 
Smith strength in the event the path of the 
New Yorker should be blocked by other com- 
binations. Such an outcome could not but be 
as disappointing to the party as the result 
which similar circumstances produced in 1924. 
Moreover, Reed and Smith, of all the Demo- 
are too nearly akin politi- 
cally to become involved in such bitterness.

NEW POSTAGE STAMPS, 


philatelists and ordinary stamp 
collectors of a more recent vintage will alike 
be interested in the activities now being dis- 
played by the postal authorities of sundry 
countries in bringing out new issues. The 
younger members of the ever-increasing band 
will be specially pleased to see and, if possible, 
acquire examples of the first series of postage 
stamps issued in Roumania during the reign 
of Michael, because they show the boy king 
bare headed and wearing a plain white jumper 
or sweater—a representation more natural 
than dignified and all the more appealing on 
that account. These stamps are an education 
in values and colors, which are: 25 bani, 
gray-black; 50 bani, ollve; 1 leu, purple; 2 
lei, green; 3 lei, rose; 5 lei, brown; 7.50 lei, 
ultramarine, and 10 lei, blue. In addition, 
Roumania is believed to be going to bring out 
a historical stamp issue in eight denomina- 
tions to commemorate the fiftieth anniversary 
of the occupation of Dobrudja and the tenth 
of the annexation of Bessarabia. It is under- 
stood that the designs wil] include the monu- 
ment to Adam Clisi and the sfatul tarie, or 
parliament, of Bessarabia. 

Holland has recently put on sale at Amster- 
dam special postage stamps in honor of the 
forthcoming Olympic games. These are sym- 
bolic of various sports. Thus the 14%+2% 
cents, brown, represents rowing; 2+3 cents, 
violet, fencing: 3+4 cents, light green, foot- 
ball; 5+6 cents, light blue, yachting; 7% + 
10 cents, dark green, putting the weight: 10+ 
12 cents, red, walking; 15+17 cents, dark 
blue, riding; 30+33 cents, red-brown, boxing. 
On all these stamps there will be a surtax, 
which is to be handed over to the Olympiad 
fund.

In faraway Sarawak, in the tiny republic 
of Andorra, and in Bolivia there is just now 
great activity afoot in the matter of stamps. 
A new issue announced for early release in 
Sarawak will be printed on specially water- 
marked paper and will probably bear the like- 
ness of the present rajah, Sir Charles Vyner 
Brooke. To Andorra la Vella, the capital of 
Andorra, Spanish postal officials have been 
sent in order to assist in organizing a national! 
postoffice there. The stamps now in use, which 
are of Spanish type, will be eventually re- 
placed by a_ series illustrating scenes in 
Andorra and the surrounding country. 

Special interest attaches to the news coming 
from La Paz to the effect that Bolivia is about 
to regularize the so-called ‘‘Tiahuanaca’’ 
stamps by placing them on sale at the nationa) 
postoffices for one day only. These stamps, 
distinguished by Aieroglyphics from the ruined 
Bateway of the ancient Inca temple of the sun, 
were printed three years ago, but are, so far, 
regarded ag unofficial. Bolivia is also under- 
stood to be considering another set of stamps 
of nineteen different designs to the value of 
$2,250,000, to be sold by postoffices for a short 
time and then withdrawn and the balance 
offered for sale to philatelists. 

It is evident that stamp collecting is greatly 
on the increase and that efforts are being made 
on a grand scale to cater to the collectors.

Reserve Banks may not only have an important 
bearing on conditions on the New York Stock 
Exchange, but indication of goy- 
ernmental anxiety with regard to speculative 
operations. There must certainly have been 
some connection between the action of the two 
banks and the simultaneous announcement that 
brokers’ loans had increased more than $134,- 
000,000, bringing the total of such loans to 
$4,129,001,000, a figure never before reached 
in the history of the country. 

It is not surprising that action was taken 
first in Chicago and Boston to tighten up on 
money. These two cities are the two most 
important financial centers next to New York. 
Reports from them indicate that both have 
felt the heavy borrowings which have been 
made to support Wall street operations. It 
has been estimated that $2,000,000,000 from 
throughout the country has been used in the 
recent bull movement. Much of this no doubt 
came from Chicago and Boston, causing a con- 
sequent tightness of money for local uses. The 
change in the discount rate should be effective 
not only in keeping money in those two cities 
but also in bringing back a portion of 
capital which has been flowing toward 
York. 

It is early yet to determine the effect the 
governmental action will have on the course 
of the New York market. ‘Trading yesterday 
appeared to have been but little affected. An 
early drop was followed by recovery, and there 
was no sign of any lack of money. The action 
of the Federal Reserve Banks may, however, 
be just the shade of warning needed. There 
is no disposition to check the market, but there 
may be an inclination to drop a hint that the 
plentiful supply of money will not last for- 
ever. Prices must always be justified by the 
material resources behind them, and it is 
this to which the Federal. Reserve Board prob- 
ably wishes to call attention.

A RADIO PLAN. 


the first time the radio industry is 
prepared to present a solid front before the 
Radio Commission with a plan for wave length 
allocation revision. Early in the week repre- 
sentatives of the National Association of 
Broadcasters, the Federated Radio Trades As- 
sociation and the Radio Manufacturers met 
in Chicago and worked out a concerted plan 
of recommendations regarding economic and 
commercial factors of the radio business as 
well as a set of recommendations regarding 
the technical adjustments of stations. The 
plan will be presented Monday. 

It is said to make no drastic reduction in 
power and to provide for a greater number of 
stations on the air than hitherto had been 
thought possible. It is to be presumed that 
the plan will provide for a certain number of 
cleared channels upon which national broad- 
casting would be continued.

FIRE EN GINES OBSTRUCTED, 


Again the Washington Fire Department has 
had to force its way to a conflagration through 
a mass of automobiles. It is estimated that 
50,000 Washingtonians were attracted to the 
water front on Thursday night by the lumber 
yard conflagration. Most of them attempted 
to motor to the scene. Consequently, the 
streets were jammed from curb to curb with 
vehicles of every description, and the Fire 
Department got its apparatus through only 
with the greatest difficulty. 

Each major conflagration that visits Wash- 
ington produces a similar situation. After 
each traffic jam the police call attention to the 
fact that the public has hampered the fire- 
fighters. The time has arrived when ‘more 
drastic steps should be taken. 

Traffic regulations provide that emergency 
vehicles shall have the right of way at all 
times and that a private vehicle, upon the 
approach of fire apparatus, shall immediately 
draw near to and paralle) with the curb and 
stop. Regulations provide. further that no 
vehicles shal] be driven on, over or across fire 
hose; that they shall not be maneuvered so 
as to “obstruct, delay, hinder or impede any 
fire apparatus,” and that no vehicle shall 
“pass or approach within one city block 
thereof.”” These regulations if enforced would 
prevent effectively interference with fire ap- 
paratus.

The Board of Education does not 
seek to shirk its responsibility for the 
preparation of a budget which shall be 
framed with a view to the needs of the 
system as a whole. We have felt, how- 
ever, that one of the best ways of 
stimulating the citizens’ associations 
and others to a strong cooperative ef- 
appropriations 
is by making them feel that their 
views are given respectful considera- 
tion by the board. 

I trespass so infrequently upon your 
columns that 1 shall take this oppor- 
tunity. to prevent any misunderstand- 
ing concerning my own attitude as to 
the participation of parents and citi- 
zens generally in the management of 
the schools. 

Your news columns quoted me 
Thursday as having stated that the 
parents wanted to run the schools as 
if they were in a certain sense private 
schools.

Philadelphia Ledger: In the hope of 
getting damning figures concerning the 
expense of sending the marines to Nic- 
aragua and maintaining them there, in- 
surgent Republicans in the Senate de- 
Manded an accounting of Secretary 
Wilbur and held up action on the naval 
appropriations bill until they got it.

inbred. For generations the inbreeding 
was kept up. Cousins were mated to 
even the fifth and sixth generations. 
Brothers and sisters and parents and 
offspring were crossed back and forth. 
A bull was bred to his own dam and 
the. heifer calf resulting was bred in 
turm to her own sire. 

Out of this careful selection and close 


inbreeding of fine specimens came the 


great short horn breed. King George 
III honored Bakewell for what was 
called the Bakewellian law, or the Dish- 
ley method. This law was about as fol-

we lessén the chances for a multiplicity 
of varying individualities. We eliminate 
the unknown factors and we increase 
the chance of securing the desired 
characteristics. 

Other men who came after Blakewell 
carried the inbreeding too far, or, more 
accurately, kept it up too long. In time 
the strain began to lose fertility. Other 
evidences of diminished vigor followed. 
A policy of outcrossing became neces- 
sary. 

The lesson for humans carried by the 
story of Bakewell and short horn cattle 
is that the mating of cousins may be 
meat for the race. On the other hand, 
it may be the cause of harm and disas- 
ter 

In time we will Know more about 
genetics. Promotion of genetics will be a 
health department activity. When that 
time comes we can advantageously rce- 
peal the present laws against cousins’ 
marriages and substitute something 
which will take cognizance of the Bake- 
wellian laws.

ENGINEERS STUDYING 
GLOW OF ELECTRONS 


Pittsfield, Mass., April 20 (A.P.).—An 
unexpected by-product of the artificial 
lightning experiments in the General 
Electric Co.’s high voltage laboratory 
here, is leading electrical engineers 
afield from their studies of transformers 
and lightning arresters. 

When the 3,600,000 volts developed in 
the huge condensers are discharged 
across the gap between a pair of 39-inch 
aluminum spheres, a peculiar phenom- 
enon is observed. The camera record 
of this two-millionths of a second flash 
discloses short streams of light emanat- 


ing from the metal in lines perpen- 
dicular to the spherical surface, The 
gtow is caused by the speeding electrons, 
which apparently issue from the metal 
itself, suggesting that a physical change 
takes place in the aluminum under the 
intensity of the charge. 

What this change is—if, in fact, there 
‘is a change—points to studies that have 
never before been, possible, for not until 
man made lightning did he bring under 
laboratory control streams of electrons 
that travel at such tremendous speeds.

EW YORK, April 20 (A.P.).—A 

parade of famous sport figures 

under names little known to 
fight fandom, a personal appearance by 
Jack Dempsey, and a legal tiff that 
almost required a ring for settlement, 
featured the middle rounds today of 
Jack Kearn’s battle of the $701,063 
with the former heavyweight champion 
in United States District Court. 

Kearns came into court as plain 
John McKiernon. Tex Rickard was 
there, but only as George Lewis. Rick- 
ard to interrogating attorneys. The 
Old Manassa Mauler himself twice 
answered a call for William Harrison 
Dempsey. Billy Gibson, manager of 
champion Gene Tunney, became a dig- 
nified “William H,” on. the witness 
stand. The court failed to ask Lew 
Raymond, New York matchmaker, his 
real name. 

All but Kearns were called to 
witness stand to establish 
Dempsey entered into and 
money he earned between 1924 and 
1926. Kearns charges breach of con- 
tract in that he was not paid one- 
third of the former titleholder’s earn- 
ings during that time. Lew Raymond 
testified that Dempsey still considered 
Kearns his manager in September of 
1925 when a bout was being arranged

In the late afternoon Arthur N. 
Driscoll, chief attorney for Demp- 
sey, accused Arthur N. Sager, head 
of the Kearns legal array, of con- 
.ucting the plaintiff's case “slop- 
pily.” Judge John C. Knox spiked 
hostilities when he warned all 
hands that he was the referee and 
that “I’m running this trial.” 


Kearns sprang a surprise when he 
called Dempsey as a Witness. Over the 
strenuous objection. of his own coun- 
sel, Dempsey told of earning various 
sums through exhibition bouts between 
September 1, 1924, and July 1, 1926, for 
which he made no accounting to 
Kearns The former champion said he 
rec2ived $450,000 and Gene Normile. 
then his business manager, $300,000, 
for the fight with Tunney in 1926 
Earlier in the day Tex Rickard testified 
that he paid Dempsey $700,000 for that 
match. 

Lew Raymona, associat d with ’addy 
Mullins in the management of Harry 
Wills, testified that Dempsey signed to 
fight the negro in South Bend in Sep- 
tember of 1925. Raymond declared that 
in his presence Dempsey said: 

“Kearns will get his end of this. 1 
just. want to keep him away from my 
camp. Kearns is still my manager.” 

Dempsey was recalled to the stand to 
testify that this match never took place 
because of failure to post the guaran- 
tee he demanded. 

Rickard told of the various con- 
tracts made with Dempsey and 
Tunney for their first match, re- 
vealing that at least three separate 
sets of articles were entered into 
with the former champion. 


Kearns figured in these negotiations.

DEBATE EVOKED BY BILL 
FOR SOUTHWEST MARKET 


Tydings Leads Attack, Hold- 
ing Citizens Do Not 
Want Site. 


VOTE TO BE NEXT WEEK 


The Stalker bill, authorizing pur- 
chase of the Southwest site for the 
farmers’ produce market, was the sub- 
ject of a spirited debate in the Senate 
yesterday. However, a vote on the 
measure was put off to next week. 

Senator Tydings (Democrat), of 
Maryland, led the attack on the Dill, 
while Senator Glass (Democrat), of 
Virginia, defended it. The farmers of 
Tydings’ State originally were for the 
so-called Eckington site in the North- 
east section. The farmers in Glass’ 
State favor the Southwest site. 

Insisting that he was not advocating 
any particular site, Tydings declared 
that an effort was being made to ram 
the Southwest site down the collective 
throats of the District citizens. A ma- 
jority of the citizens, he said, were 
opposed to the site. 

Defending the Southwest site, Glass 
charged that there was a conspiracy 
among certain groups to keep the mar- 
ket away from that section of the 
city, and, if successful, to fight it out 
later as to which “north of the Ave- 
nue” site would get it. 

Both men denied that any “mysteri- 
cus influence” had been brought to 
bear on them by railroad interests. The 
Pennsylvania Railruvad favors the South- 
west site, while the Baltimore & Ohio 
favors the Eckington site, their respec- 
tive freight terminals being located in 
those sections. 

Tydings said that no official of the 
Baltimore & Ohio had ever talked to 
him or communicated with him about 
a site, but declared that a superin- 
tendent of. the Pennsylvania had 
“begged” him not to fight the Sough- 
west site. \ 

Senator King (Democrat), Utah, said 
he was going to vote against the Stalker 
bill: because he was opposed to spend- 
ing the taxpayers’ money to establish 
a wholesale market.

BLANTON ANNOUNCES 
HE WILL FIGHT PROPOSAL 


$50,000,000 Valuation Scru- 
tinized; Gilbert Is Surprised 
Over Quick Action Asked: 


The merger agreement entered into 
by the local traction companies was 
criticized at a hearing before the House 


District committee yesterday and the 
:ndications were that there will be 
more of it this morning. 

Four members of the committee took 
turns in finding fault with the agree- 
ment. None defended it. The critics 
were Representatives Gibson (Republi- 
can), Vermont; Gilbert (Democrat), of 
Kentucky; Hammer (Democrat), of 
North Carolina, and Bianton (Demo- 
crat), of Texas 

Blanton announced that he was go- 
ing to fight the joint resolution 
authorizing the merger. He made this 
statement after John W. Childress, 
chairman of the Public Utilities Com- 
mission, had told him that there was 
nothing in the agreement providing for 
reduced car fare for school childremhere 


Blanton to Fight. 


“I am one member of Congress,” said 
Bianton, “who is going to fight this 
merger. There isn’t going to be any 
merger, if I can help it.” 

The provision in the merger agree- 
ment setting $50,000,000 as the valua- 
tion of the proposed consolidated com- 
pany was the principal target during 
the hearing. 

There also was criticism of that pro- 
vision which relieves the traction com- 
panies of the cost of traffic policemen 
and certain street repairs. 

Asked by Representative Gilbert 
whether the Public Utilities Commis- 
Sion had mace an independent study 
of the valuation question, Chilc ‘ess 
said that the commission did not think 
such a study was necessary. It would 
have been a “tedious process,” he said, 


lasting about three years and costing | 


about $300,000. 
Rush Surprises Gilbert. 


Gilbert expressed surprise that there 
should be such a “great rush” with re- 
gard to a merger before a proper :tudy 
of valuation had been made. He sald 
he understood that valuation expe.ts 
of the interstate commerce committee 
were ready and willing to help the city 
determine a fair valuation. 

Gilbert drew from Childress the fact 
that the traction companies had orizgi- 
nally asked for a valuation of 862,- 
000,000, but later had consented to 
have this figure reduced by $12,000,000 
The Kentuckian c ‘pressed surprise at 
this. 

“After setting the valuation at $62.- 
000,000," he asked Childress, “does it 
not arouse any suspicion in your mind 
when they make a reduction of $12.- 
000,000?”’ 

Childress then told of his efforts to 
b.ng about.a merger agreement, say- 
ing that what he did was in response 
to @ great public demand. 


Can't Understand Surrender. 


Returning to the valuation question. 


Gilbert said he couldn't understand the 


“surrender” of the traction people and 
their evident desire for “quick action ” 

Under questioning »y Representative 
Gibson, Childress admitted that the 
$50,000,000 valuation figure was simply 
an “estimate.” Gibson thought that 
in view of the importance of th» merger 
something more than an estimate was 
necessary 

In regard to the proposa. to relieve 
the street railways of the cost of trhf- 
fic poiicemen and street repairs, Gib- 
son said he could not see where this 
was going to benefit the public. He 
then asked Childress if he looked for 
any reduction in the car fare if the 
merger went through. 


No Fare Reduction Expected, 


Childress sald that he did not expect 
any reduction in fare: He felt, how- 
ever, that the merger might head off 
a threatened increase ir fare. 

Representative Hammer declared that 
the merger agreemert was unfair in 
that it only prohibited a fare increase 
for one year while exempting the con- 
solidated company from a reval-‘ation 
for 10 years. 

At the conclusion of the 
Chairman Zihlman ordered an execu- 
tive session. When the doors were re- 
opened, he announced that the hear- 
ing would continue this morning.

WAGE INCREASE BILL 
FOR BUDGET VIEWS 


Chairman Calls Off Meeting, 
on Program for Today, to 
Get Information. 


EMPLOYES TO FIGHT 
SUBSTITUTE MEASURE 


Petition Submitted Against 
Any Further Raise in Salary 
for Various Officials. 


The movement for higher pay for 
Federal employes encountered another 
delay yesterday when a meeting of the 
House civil service committee, sched- 
uled for this morning, was postponed 
for two weeks. The ccmmittee was to 
have met this morning to consider a 
substitute bill for the much-discussed 
Welch bill. The substitute, which was 
prepared by the Bureau of the Budget, 
would grant much emailer increases 
to the Government workers. 

While the aforemertioned substitute 
pay-raise bill may have the approval 
of President Coolides, it was evident 
yesterday that it does not have the 
approval of many employes. Several 
members of the committee already 
have received protests about the Dill. 

When the bill was sent to the com- 
mittee by the Bureau of the Budget it 
was announced that it would add about 
$15,000,000 to the Government pay roll. 
The employes feel that if a bill ts- going 
to provide any real relief it would have 
to cost in the neighborhood of 830,- 
000,000. 

A petition protesting against the 
granting of large increases to officials 
in the Government service and meagre 
increases to the .small-salaried em- 
ployes was sent to members of the civil 
sevice committee yesterday by Mrs. 
Margaret Hopkins Worrell. The peti- 
tion bore the signatures of more than 
1,000 Government employes. 


Officials’ 


“These >eople and 90 per cent of the 
employes of the Government,” the peti- 
tion state ', “are against any bill which 
is designed to Increase the salaries of 
Officials from $1,000 to $2,500, as pro- 
vided in t*e Welch bill, while the lower 
paid employes who were discriminated 
‘against under the classification act are 
to receive a very meagre increase. 

“Your attention is called to the fact 


Raises Cited, 


} that the majority of said officials have 


already had oan increase itn their in- 
dividual salaries (allocated by them- 
selves to themselves and their friends) 
under the classification act, of from 
$500 to #2,000, and that since then they 
have from time to time, as the appro- 
priations will permit, increased their 
salaries $100 and $200. And this will 
no doubt continue. 

“It is therefore the consenus of opin- 
ion among employes that officials who 
have already benefited materially should 
not now be increased to the detriment 
of the lower paid employes.” 

Representative Lehibach (Repblican), 


New Jersey, chairman of the commit- 
tee, said that the meeting scheduled 
for today had been postponed for two 
reasons—several of the members 
would not have been able to attend and 
he wanted to obtain some further in- 
formation from the Bureau of the 
Budget, 

It was learned yesterday that Sena- 
tor Smoot (Repubiican), Utah, was 
studying the bill drafted by the Bureau 
of the Budget.

He also 
accuses Capt. Guy Burlingame, a mem- 
ber of the trial board, of having said 
on the first day of the ten-day hearing 
that Staples was @ squealer to repre- 
sentatives and ought to be kicked off 
the force and that “if Staples, Helmuth 
and Inspector Headley were shaken to- 
gether in a bag there would not be a 
good policeman in the mixture.” He 
also accuses Burlingame of relations 
with four alleged lawbreakers. 

Blanton accuses Assistant Corpora- 
tion Counsel William H. Wahly, chair- 
man of the trial board, of having said 
that he was a friend of former Com- 
missioner Frederick A. Fenning and that 
now he had a chance to get even with 
the man who forced him out of office. 
Blanton thus presumably refers to him- 
self as counsel for Staples. No evi- 
dence is offered to support the charges 
against either Wahly or Burlingame, 
but on his assertions against them 
Blanton bases the allegation that their 
trial of Staples was unfair. 


Last Confederate 
General Dies at 88 | 


Waco, Tex., April 20 
Felix Huston Robertson, 88, the last 
surviving general of the Confederacy 
and one of the youngest men to hold 
that rank in either the South or North 
in the Civil War, died at his home here 
today. 

He had been in failing health since 
he attended the Confederate reunion 
in Florida last year. The widow and 
four children survive. 

At the age of 21 Robertson resigned 
from West Point to join’ the Southern 
cause. He had been appointed to the 
Military Academy by Gen. Sam Hous- 
ton. Before the Civil War ended he 
was made a major general. His father, 
Jerome Bonaparte Robertson, who par- 
ticipated in the conflict with Mexico 
in which Texas won its independence, 
led Hood’s brigade at one time in the 
war between the States.

The bill to give legal status to the 
Woman’s Bureau of the Police Departe. 
ment, the Blaine-Underhill workmen’s 
compensation bill, the Norris bill proe 
viding for Federal development of the 
water power at Great Falls, the Copes 
land bill authorizing an appropriation 
of $1,000 for the preparation of plans 
for a hospital at the Blue Plains Home 
for the Aged, and a bill authorizing 
the transfer of bodies from a cemetery 
in front of the St. Francis de Sales 
Church so that the ground may be 


}used for school purposes. 


The Woman’s Bureau bill, already 
badly battered by the House District 
cummittee, was even further emascue- 
lated yesterday. The fight on it was 
ied by Senator King (Democrat), Utah, 
who, while in favor of women police, 
is opposed to granting too much power 
to the Woman’s Bureau. 


Naming of 61 Policewomen Struck Out.” 


Before reporting the bill out yester- 
day the committee struck from it a 
provision calling for not more than 61 
policewomen and inserted the words 
“suitable number.” It also struck out 
a provision which exempted the director 
and the assistant director from the civil 
service regulations. It further amended 
the measure s0 that the duties of the 
bureau shall be prescribed by the Come- 
missioners rather than by the police 
manual. A provision allowing the head 
of the bureau the salary of an assistant 
s perintendent -f police was left in. 

An amendment was tacked to the 
Norris power resolution authorizing the 
Federal -ower Commission to modify 
the plans for dams and the like so as 
not to interfere with the plans for 
establishing a park at Great Falls. 


King Favors Commission. 


Senator King announced that wher 
the bill comes up in the Senate he will 
move that a commission of three be 
appointed to make a study of the power 
development plans before actual work 
on the project is started. | 

The Blaine-Underhill bill to provide 
compulsory compensation for injured 
workmen represents a compromise be- 
tween the employers and the employes, 
It provides that the act shall be ad- 
ministered by the United States Em- 
ployes Compensation Commission, but 
permits the employers to place their in 
surance with private companies 

Senator Copeland. in asking for fa- 
vorable action on his bill, said that the 
hospital facilities at the Home for the 
Aged at Blue Plains were woefully in- 
adequate.
